At 4 oclock yostorday morning 
an alarm of fire 
was 
given and it 
was soon learned that tbe fcjallora 
House owned by Mrs Chas 
Free ¬ 
man of Clifton 
was ablaze 


V 
M MoVoy 
an occupant of a 
room on the ground 
floor was tho 
first 
to discovor 
tbe fire 
being 
awakened 
by 
tho roaring 
of tho 
firo and gavo tho alarm 
Tho fire 
was burning thon 
in tho ceiling of 
tho ball on tbo second floor 
With 
in a fow 
minutes 
Iroin 
that time 
tho entiro building was ablaze and 
shortly 
afterwards 
collapsed 
a 
ronrini mass of 
flames 
tho entiro 
structuro being consumed with all 
its 
contents 
oxcopt 
about 
850 
worth of furniture 
Tho total loss 
being about 83000
